A 
clock found in the debris had stopped 
at 12 minutes before 9, showing when 
‘the crash came. In a short time 
the city’s entire hospital and ambu- 
lance force was on the scene, aided 
by half a hundred doctors from all 
parts of the city. The volunteer 
rescuers continued the work until ex- . 
hausted, when their places were 
taken by a wrecking force number 
ing three hundred men from the New 
York Central and Deleware & Hudson 
Railroads. These delved in the ruing 
all night, but the work of rescue pro- 
ceeded slowly. When darkness came, 
it was estimated that nearly fifty per 
sons still remain in the ruins and not 
more than half of these, perhaps 
could survive the weight on them, 
Some one hundred persons are still 
missing.

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ORTSMOUTH (N. H.) Aug. 
With one of the peace envoys 
within its gates and the other 
three practically at the harbor’s mouth, 
Portsmouth today awoke to the reali- 
zation that one of the one important 
days in its history was actually @ 
hand. 
The Russian envoy, M. -Witte, ar- 
rived late last night and early today 


a wireless message was received from 
one of the flegt which left Oyster Bay 
Saturday with the other envoys that 
the vessels were not far from the Isle 
of Shoals and that the fleet would an- 
chor im the herbor just before 9:30 
o'clock. 

At an early hour, the streets began 
to fill wp as steam trains, trolley cars 
and private conveyances brought visi- 
tors from all parts of Southeastern 
New Hampshire. The famous old sea- 
port was elaborately draped with flags 
and bunting and presented an attrac- 
tive appearance. 

By 11 o’clock twelve hundred mem- 
bers of the New Hampshire Nationa! 
Guard had arrived in the city. 

In the harbor, the shipping had been 
dressed for the occasion, while at the 
navy yard the last touch was given to 
make everything ready for the confer- 
ence. - 

A considerable number of secret ser- 
vice men arrived this morning to aid 
in guards the safety of the distin- 
guished delegates to the peace confer- 
ence. 

The fleet was off the harbor entrance 
shorily after 9 o'clock and it was but 
a few minutes after 9:30 o'clock 
when the vessels dropped anchor off 
the navy yard. 

The trip of the squadron from New- 
port, R. IL. was without incident of 
Special nature. Early Monday morn- 
ing, the outlook was for a clear day. 
However, before the squadron had left 
the harbor, the fog was thick again 
and throughout the day and night the 
three vessels were steaming in a dense 
mist, making it necessary to keep the 
whisties constantly in operation. Al- 
though the warships were not in sight 
of one another except at intervals, they 
were always in communication by 
wireless telegraph. 

WITTE GOT UP EARLY 

At the Hotel Wentworth, M. Witte 
got up early, beginning at once to pre- 
pare with Hr.

Speaking to the representative of the 
Associated Press, M. Witte said he 
more than ever animated by the desire 
of doing all in his power te conclude 
peace, but that, as he has often stated, 
all will depend on what Japan expects 
to obtain.

Changing argument to conversation, 
M. Witte, who had been working up to 
then in his shirt sleeves, said that, not- 
withstanding the beautiful scenery and 
the sea breeze, he had felt pretty 
warm even here. “I expected that it 
would be cooler,”’ he added. © 

M. Witte lunched in his own room, 
then dressed in a frdck coat and vest to 
go aboard the Mayflower, accompanied 
to the boat landing by Mr. Wilenkin 
and escorted by Mr. Moses, secretary to 
Gov. McLane. 

At 10 o'clock, a steam cutter, flying 
the American flag and a Russian flag, 
came around Henderson's Point, and, 
heading for the navy yard, was soon 
made fast to the decorated float moored 
to the sea wall, and Mr. Witte stepped 
out. He was formally greeted by the 
rear admiral and his staff. 

Another launch bearing Ambassador 
Rosen and party drew up and a similar 
greeting was extended to him. As 
these envoys stepped ashore the salut- 
ing battery of the navy yard fired a 
salute of nineteen guns. 

Almost immediately thereafter, a 
steam cutter with the Japanese envoys 
aboard hove in sight, and the battery 
again repeated its welcome, while the 
same form of presentation and greeting 
as had been given the Russians was 
extended by the officers to Baron Ko- 
mura and Minister Takahira. 

From the landing to the naval-stores 
bufiding. over a straight gravel path, 
marines were drawn up on either side 
and through their lines the. envoys 
marched to the scene of their labors. 
The procession was led by Admiral 
M and M. Witte. Once in the build- 
ing,’ the plenipotentiaries their 
suites was assigned to their respective 
rooms.

ONDON, July 26.—David Lubin, of 
L_ sacramento, Cal., whose scheme for 

thé establishment of an Interna- 
tional Chamber of Agriculture has 
been so favorably received, has just 
given me some interesting exclusive in- 
formation. 
“While in Russia, seeking support for 
the project,” he said, “I learned that” 
the Russian government had privately 
made advances to Washington propos- 
ing that the two countries should join 
in @ secret treaty whereby they agreed 
to a confidential exchange of statistics 
concerning their productions of grain 
and petroleum. It was suggested that 
by this medns a more stable situation 
could be produced from which both na- 
tions would reap advantages in the 
sale of the commodities. As things are 
at present there is no doubt that the 
two countries could largely control 
the prices by working In harmony on 
certain essential point#. But, so l was 
informed, the United States govern- 
ment declined to become a party to any 
such secret treaty on the ground that 
it would ‘be a, violation of the Constitu- 


tion. 
“The Czar is fully alive to the neces- 
sity of international codperation in 


trade and through the Secretary of 
State sent me a message to .the effect 
that he warmly approved of the plan 
for an International Chamber of Agri- 
culture and that the project would re- 
ceive his hearty support.”’ 

But it was Victor Emanuel, King of 
Italy, who showed the liveliest interest 
in Mr. Lawbin’s scheme and displayed 
great eagerness to forward ii by all 
possible means. During one of the sev- 
eral conversations which took place be- 
tween them the King freely acknowl- 
edgei his great admiration for the 
progressive spirit and enterprise shown 
by Americans in developing the re- 
sources of the country and extending 
her trade and-expresse himself as ex- 
tremely anxious to introduce American 
business methods into Italian commer- 
olal life wherever practicable, In de- 
scribing their first meeting to me Mr.

Although the king is 
a young man he has a good head for 
business and it is evident to me that 
he intends doing all he can to make 
Italy a greater producing and commer- 
cial nation. During our numerous con- 
hour, 
the King expressed the opinion that 
Rome would best serve as the head- 
quarters of the International Cham- 
ber of Agriculture because Italy is 
neither a heavy seller or buyer of agri- 
cultural produce. He pointed out the 
force of the neutrality idea by calling 
attention to the fact that England is a 
heavy buyer of agricultural commo- 
dities while Russia and the Unite 
States control eighty per cent of the 
world’s productive power. He is much 
impressed by the ‘business-like way in 
which the United States government 
compiles statistics for its people upon 
nearly all commercial topics and in- 
tends to introduce a similar system in 
Italy. He expressed the opinion that 
statistics of the condition of trade in 
one country should given without 
charge to the people of every other 
country, thereby contributing to the 
peace of the world through a better 
knowledge of each other's business. 

“Before I left Rome the King told 
me that he would set aside the total 
income derived from two estates bdbe- 
longing to him personally to help de- 
fray the expense of the International 
Chamber. The minimum income from 
these two properties is $60,000 annually. 
This clearly indicates the strong in- 
terest the King is taking in the matter. 
Now that representatives of over forty 
nations have conferred upon the mat- 
ter, and have unanimously agreed to 
urge their respective governments to 
support .the scheme, it only remains 
for each country concerned’ to take the. 
necessary legislative steps to make 
the Chamber effective. This, of course, 
will take some time—possibly ‘two or 
three years—but there is little doubt 
that our plans will succeed. 

“In England the Earls of Minto and 
Jersey and Sir Thomas Elliot are tak- 
ing an active interest In the matter. I 
am shortly to meet the Premier, Mr. 
Balfour, for the purpose of explaining

1S SENTENCED. 
Boy Who Was Lead Into Highway 
Robbery’ by Labor Union Agitator 
at Salt Lake Finds that He Wasn't 
Out for a Lark Last Christmas 
‘Night.

SALT LAKE, Aug. 8.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] .A~California young man 
gone wrong, the 23-year-old son of one 
of the Sheriffs of the Golden State, 
Was today given 20 years’ imprison- 
ment in the Utah State prison. The 
mame under which his arrest was 
made, his conviction made and his 
wentence pronounced was Frank Col- 
yer. His true name, however, is Er- 
win Hensley and he is the son of 
Sherif! Hensley of Madera county, 
California. The punishment is the 
maximum that can be fixed under the 
laws of Utah for the offense com- 
mitted,, which was highway robbery. 

On the night after Christmas, las: 
year, the young man was in Salt Lake 
and without money to procure a 
night’s lodging or with which to buy 
food. With him was a man named 
Murphy, a labor agitator and strike 
leader, with something of a local rep- 
utation. The latter was the older of 
the two and instigator of the crime, 
which consisted in holding up a young 
man, J. W. Adams, who was robbed 
of a gold Watch and chain and $1.35, 
almost in the heart of the business 
listrict. 

The robbery was a bold one and the 
arrest of the perpetrators followed 
quickly, Murphy recently had “his trial 
and he also got the maximum  »pen- 
gity and is already serving his term 
twenty years. Tonight, his youth- 


pal, who dreamed little of what. 


he was doing, joins him in a neigh- 
boring cell. 

The young man's lawyer made a 
strong and eloquent plea for mercy, 
but Judge Armstrong, who tried the. 
cage and who pronounced the _ sen- 
fence, was deaf to it all. He simply 
shook his head and said the case had 
no mitigating circumstances, that the 
robbery was one of the most daring 
ever attempted upon the streets of 
Salt Lake and that the offender mus: 
stand the consequences. The sentence 
then followed. A motion was filed for 
a new trial, but it was promptly over- 
ruled. 

Sherif Hensley, the young man’s 
father, attended the trial a few days 
ago and did everything in his power 
for the boy, but he was not in the 
courtroom today. It is believed he 
Went home some days ago. - 

The prisoner had explained that he 
only thought he was out on a lark.

Beaten into a storm of fury by a 
strong wind which began to blow about 
10 o'clock Monday night, the waves of 
the mysterious Salton Sea dashed 


And so in spite of all the efforts of 
engineers, management and a _ large 
army of laborers, the Salton sink con- 
tinues to claim its rights in the des- 
ert. No sooner had the Southern Pacific 


from Mortmere to Salton than the 
rising sea shifted its line of attack and 
beat with growing fury upon the tracks 
east of the shoo fly, the water rising 
during the height of the storm Monday 
night to a depth of five inches above 
the rails for a distance of three miles. 

It is to checkmate the sea in this 
new move that the army of laborers 
has been concentrated at the new dan-

CE OR WAR? 

The dipiomatic representatives of 
Japan and Russia, now that the formal- 
ities which are deemed necessary have 
been duly carried out, are about ready 
to begin negotiations for peace. What 
will be the outcome? 

So conflicting have been the reports 


fom St. Petersburg and Tokio, from 


Buropean capitals and from persone 
whose views are entitled to varying 
degrees of credence, that it is difficult 
to form an opinion as to whether the 
negotiations at Portsmouth will or will 
not prove successful. If the statement 
accredited to M. Witte, soon after his 
arrival in this country is to be credited 
to the effect that he is not vested with 
plenipotentiary powers, the outlook 
for peace must be regarded as de- 
cidedly unfavorable. The Japanese 
envoys, Baron Komura and Minister 
Takahira, are in possession of the 
terms demanded by Japan. The first 
business of the conference will be the 
showing of credentials. If it should 
prove to-be the case that the powers 
of the Russian envoys are merely 
ministerial. the representatives of 
Japan would probably break off nego- 
tiations at once: for unless the en- 
yoys on both sides are clothed with 
plenary powers of negotiation, the 
conference is almost sure to come to 
naught, and it might almost as well 
be held between stenographers 
representing the belligerent nations 
and transmitting their proceedings to 
the respective capitais as between 
eminent diplomatists. 

It has been said that Russia will 
not pay an indemnity, and that Rus- 
sia will pay an indemnity if it be not 


astonishingly moderate, and that they 
will be so_-excessive as to preclude 
all hope of peace; that Russia will be 
willing to make peace on almost any 
terms within reason, and that she 
will not make terms unless her op- 
ponent’s ‘demands are very moder- 
ate; that Japan is ready for peace, 
and that she is not ready, but prefers 
to continue fighting, being confident 
of ultimate victory. All this is equiva- 
lent to saying that little is definitely 
known to the outside world regarding 
the actual situation. 

If the negotiations be not broken 
off at the beginning, it may be ex- 
pected that the negotiators will find 
themselves very far apart at the 
outset. Japan, as the victor in every 
important battle of the war, may be 
expected to present terms which 
Russia will regard as excessive, It 
these terms, however, be not so un- 
reasonable as to make their ax: 
tance impossible, and if Japan be not 
so flushed with victory as to preciude 
her making any concessions, there 
will be ground for negotiation that 
may lead ultimately to agreement. 

But all speculation in advance of 
the conference ds little better than 
idje talk. Ruesia, though she has 
had the fortunes of war against her 
from the first, is clearly entitled to 
“peace with honor,” and fo all that 
the phrase implies. She has fought 
with heroism, under most adverse 
and depressing canditions. The es- 
teem in which Japan will -be held 
hereafter by the civilized world will 
depend in large part upon the mag- 
nanimity which she displays toward 
an oft-defeated but unconquered foe. 

Both nations can fight on for a long 
time before reaching the point of ex- 


haustion. But both nations must

MERICAN TRADITIONS. 

Our esteemed contemporary, the 
Morning Post, of ‘London, England, dis- 
cussing the pending peace conference, 
takes occasion to pass some comments 
upon what it terms “the wonderful 
change American traditions have un- 
dergone in the last decade, resulting in 
the United States making for itself an 
international position that commands 
respect, while “arousing almost no 
enmity nor suspicion.” The Post 
tosses us a handsome bouquet by de- 
claring that “Anjerica is becoming an 
ective but not an aggressive power,” 
and attributes the change to the broad- 
mindedness and resourcefulness of the 
President and the late Secretary Hay. ‘ 

While thus describing, rather ap- 
provingly, our attitude toward the rest 
of the world, the London paper criti-. 
cises; as one of the “weaknesses” of 
our position, the alleged fact that 
“American diplomacy does not rest, 
as all successful diplomacy must rest, 
upon the implication of force.” Speak- 
ing of a recent ‘spggestion of an alli- 
ance between the’ United States, Great 
Britain and France, the Post says that 
“for the present there can be but lit- 
tle use for discussing that or any simi- 
lar proposal on it, merits, because the 


average Am : has not put tradi- 
tion so far behind him that he can 
admit the word liance into his poll- 


tical vocabulary. 

Our friendly critic, in this instance, 
“sizes up” the Anjerican position ‘with 
a considerable degree of accuracy. 
Activity without aggressiveness is in- 
deed the keynote of our participation 
in world-politics; The progress of 
events has made this policy neces- 
sary. It came in with the American-

splendid dip) of Secretary Hay, 
vhich justly ' the admiration of 
the world, was wrought out under the 
immediate direction of McKinley dur- 
ing the latter’s oceupancy of the Pres- 
idential office. Roosevelt, while filling 
out, the unexpired- portion of McKin- 
ley’s term, adhefed closely to the 
ideals of his illustrious predecessor, 
and he has not departed far from those 
ideals thus far in. the term to which 
he was elected. 80 that, while in no 
wise detracting from the broadminded- 
ness and resourcefulness of the Presi- 
cent, it should be stated that our pres- 
ent position in world-politics is attri- 
butable in greater degree to his prede 
cessor than to himself alone. 

That which our ¢ritic regards as the 
weakness of our position is regardéd 
by Americans as one of the sourtes of 
out strength. “The implication of 
‘force,” ‘while we do not often exploit 
it, is nevertheless q reality to all who 
can read between the lines. The navy 
which we maintaig, and the greater 
navy which we are steadily building is 
an implication of foree which cannot 
well be misunderstood. But we are 
not given to boasting our strength, nor 
to threatening to “it om every pos- 
sible and impossible occasion. We 
have the strength, and we are able to 
use it in case of absolute necessity. 
All the world knows this, and there is 
no need to repeat the fact continually. 
‘ Our traditions haye not changed so 
very much, after alf} It has been our 
unvarying policy, since the republic 
was founded, to mafntain relations of 
friendliness toward all nations, but to 
enter into “entangling alliances” with 

none. This is the policy «f the pres- 
ent administration.; Its wisdom has 
been proven over and over, and it is 
not probable that it will soon be aban- 
doned. This attitude gives to the 
United States greater power and pres- 
tige in world-affairs*than we could ex- 
pect to attain by becoming a party to 
any alliance that might be formed. 
‘The time may come when we shall find | 
it desirable to enter Into an aliiance. 
defengive and offensiye. But that time 
has not yet arrived. —

in the midst of the summer months 
been better, or even as good as they 
are at the present time.

SAN BERNARDINO, Aug. 8.—(Ex- 
clustve Dispatch.) An unexpected 
shake-up occurred in the management 

_of the San Bernardino Valiey Traction 
Company this morning when Directors 
B.D. Roberts, G. M. Cooley, A. C. Den- 
man, Jr.. W. D. Brookings, W. A. C. 
Cartilege and J. H. Graham voted to 
accept the resignation of General Man- 
ager J. H. Fisher, Jr., and elected A. 
Cc, Denman, Jr., to control. 

Last sumimer Denman, Jr., was forced 
from the management by the Fisher 
interests, J. H. Fisher, Sr., controlling 
the road, and being its president. Den- 
man gave out that he was going East, 

* But he quietly bought up stock in- the 
company. By strategy he compelied 
President Fisher to sell some of his 
holdings, but when the annual stock- 
holders’ meeting occurred it was found 
that Denman, though holding a con- 
trolling interest in the stock, had not 
secured the transfer in sufficient time 
to allow it to be voted. 

President Fisher resigned in recogni- 
tion of Denman's coup, a compromise 
being effected whereby Denman as- 
sumed the presidency, retaining Fisher, 
Jr.. a® manager. Now both the Fish- 
ers are out, and Denman completely 
dominates the road, unless H. E. Hunt- 
inaton has backed him up in large 
stock purchases of the jast few months, 
as is generally supposed. 

The board of directors instructed the 
general manager to at once proceed 
with extending the company’s line from 
Colton to Riverside with a double track 
and also to tear up that part of the 
line between San Bernardino and Red- 
lands and build a shorter route between 
the two cities. At the same meeting 
the general manager was instructed to 
enter into a traffic agreement with the 
Southern Pacific whereby the Harriman

The directors voted to expend $700,000 
for the proposed improvements. 
WHOM IS HE FOR? 

Whom does Seth Hartley represent 
in his jatest railway proposition, is the 
_ @ne question uppermost here just now. 
The applications for franchises which 
will eventually bring this city into 
close touch with ‘the thriving agricul- 
tural communities about the western 
end of the valley are hailed with en- 
thusiasm among the townspeople, the 
expectation being that the building of 
the roads will make San Bernardino 
even a larger railroad center than now, 
in fact. make of this city the trade 
center for this entire valley.

STUDIES ANIMALS HIGH UP. 
IDYLLWILD, Aug. 5.—James H. 
Gaut, who is in the employ of the 
Biological Survey of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, has ré- 
turned from a three days’ trip -o the 
summit of San Jacinto and Tauquitz 
Mourtains, where he was engaged in 
trapping mammals. In the Tanquitz 
meadows Mr. Gaut discovered a unique 
specimen of water snrew, which was 
no! suppored to exist in this region. 
These shrews live only above an aki- 


tude of 8000 feet, and this was feund. 


at 8406 feet above sea level. The 
shrews sre generally referred to as 
insectivorous quadrupeds but this spe- 
(jee is carnivorous, and eats moles 
ord field mice larger than itself. 

‘Upon San Jacinto Mountain Mr. Gaut 
eaught three distinct species of chip- 
munk, as well as many well-known 
mammals he was expecting to find. He 
reports that there ts still a good deal 
cf spow upon the south side of San 
Jacinto,.and the nights in that region 
are very cold. He ascended to an ele- 
vation of 10,200 feet. 

The mammals found will be placed 
in the National Museum et Washington 
in the Department of Agriculture. The 
coliection is being mad? by this de- 
partment for the purpose of determin- 
ingg by the character. of the mammals 
and rodeuts found what . grain and 
tlants will flourish at these elevations. 
This collection already outnumbers 
that of the Department of Natural 
History. Mr. Gaut, who has been spend- 
ing several weeks at Idyllwild, left 
yesterday for Pasadena and wii! exe- 
tend his investigations in the moun- 
tains in that vicinity.
